Mark Walder was born in the village of 
Ekkar, near Mangalore in Karnataka in 
1936. In Ekkar and Permude he received 
his primary education and later completed 
B.A in Karnatak University and M.A in 
Mysore University where he received his 
diploma in journalism too. Being ason ofa 
tenant in the field he acquired a spirit of 
fighting for the rights of poor tenants and 
became a social reformer. He joined St. 
Joseph seminary in Mangalore and 
became a Catholic priest. 

He worked as the managing editor of 
Konkani weekly Raknno from 1973 and 
wrote 100s of review articles, critical 
analysis and on the writings of Konkani 
literary figures like V.J.P Saldhana, 
A.T.Lobo, Jo.sa. Alvares and Edwin 
J.F.D'souza. All his writings were later 
published as books. He encouraged 
young doctors to write on medical 
subjects in Konkani and published a book 
named Bari Bholaiki in Konkani. He 
collected, edited and published Aieche 
Kaalaara Suvarata Prasar a book in 
Konkani on the developmental works 
done by Christian Missionaries in this
